Anger as Tories 
and Lib-Dems are 
squeezed out of 
scrutiny positions

INTERVENTION

(BCBC) 
selection of council¬ 
lors who will chair 
the scrutiny com¬ 
mittees has been 
criticised. 

After some Labour 
members decided to 
vote when scrutiny 
chairs were up for grabs, 
Conservative leader Pat 
Hacking lost her posi¬ 
tion as chairman of the 
Health and Well Being 
scrutiny committee at 
last week’s annual meet¬ 
ing. 

The seat was taken by 
former Labour mayor 
Megan Butcher, of 
Cornelly, who now 
belongs to the 
Annibynwyr group of 
Independents, which is 
led by another former 
Labour councillor, Jeff 
Tildesley. 

This means that his 


group now holds four of 
the five scrutiny chairs 
and also the chair of the 
audit committee. 

Liberal Democrat 
leader Cheryl Green lost 
her seat as chair of the 
Community Safety 
scrutiny committee last 
year when it was taken 
by Plaid Cymru mem¬ 
ber, Malcolm James. 

He is the only Plaid 
Cymru councillor on the 
authority but is aligned 
to the Annibynwyrs. 

The year before, 
Coun Ella Dodd, another 
former Labour council¬ 
lor, ousted Pat Hacking’s 
husband Terry, also a 
Conservative member, 
as chair of the audit 
committee, a post which 
is traditionally held by 
the opposition. 

The only scrutiny 
chair not held by the 
Annibynwyr is 

Corporate Resources, 
which is held by Coun 
Bob Burns, who is a for¬ 
mer Liberal Democrat 
but who now leads his 
own group of three dem-

ocratic independents. 

The other scrutiny 
chairs are all held by 
Annibynwyr members - 
Peter Foley, who is a 
former Labour and 
Liberal Democrat cabi¬ 
net member and who 
heads the Children’s 
scrutiny committee; and 
Ken Hunt who is an 
independent who has 
never been a Labour 
councillor and chairs 
Community Renewal 
and Environment. 

Coun Cheryl Green, 
who was the leader of 
the council under the 
Rainbow Alliance 
administration which 
ran it from 2004 to 2008, 
said that while she and 
Pat were disappointed at 
what had happened to 
them personally, they 
were more concerned 
about the effect on the 
council. 

“There is now no pro¬ 


portionality at all in the 
way that scrutiny chairs 
are allocated,” she said. 

“The council has to 
ensure by law that every 
party is given its fair 
share of seats on com¬ 
mittee in a proportional 
way but there is no 
requirement from the 
Welsh Assembly that 
chairs are allocated pro¬ 
portionately.” 

She said that under 
the Labour administra¬ 
tion prior to 2004, which 
was led by Jeff Jones, 
Labour members never 
took part in the voting 
for scrutiny chairs. 

“He felt from the 
beginning that it was up 


to the opposition to 
decide between them¬ 
selves who would get 
these chairs,” she said. 

“In fact, he e-mailed 
me last year when I lost 
my seat to say that he 
was dismayed by what 
was happening. 

“What we have at the 
moment is Labour mem¬ 
bers choosing the cabi¬ 
net, choosing the statu¬ 
tory committee chairs 
such as planning and 
licensing, and now influ¬ 
encing the choice of 
scrutiny chairs as well. It 
is simply not fair.”

Local man 
defrauded 
vulnerable 
clients

A CROOKED inde¬ 
pendent financial 
advisor who 

defrauded dozens of 
clients out of invest¬ 
ments totalling 
more than £2.25 
million has been 
jailed for seven 
years at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

David Wood (48) of 
Cowbridge, was told by 
the Recorder of Cardiff, 
Judge Nicholas Cooke: 
“This is a grave case of 
its kind. You plumbed the 
depths of callous fraud.” 

Wood admitted more 
than 50 charges involv¬ 
ing using a false instru¬ 
ment, deception, theft 
and fraud. 

The offences occurred 
over a period of seven 
years and on one occa¬ 
sion, Wood even stole his 
father’s life savings. 

Prosecutor Roger 
Griffiths said Woods had 


operated as a financial 
adviser in the Cardiff and 
Bridgend areas. 

The court heard that 
on one occasion, he stole 
his father’s life savings 
of £30,000 and took out a 
mortgage on his father’s 
house for £135,000 by 
pretending his father was 
earning £45,000 a year, 
but he was in fact retired. 

Many investors, said 
Mr Griffiths, were falsely 
told that investments 
were doing well and 
Woods produced false 
documents which he 
“had doctored”. 

He added that a sick 
child’s trust fund was 
defrauded, as were three 
widows. 

Also victims were a 
man who had invested 
his compensation for a 
back injury, as was his 
elderly mother, who suf¬ 
fered dementia.

New lease of life 
for historic 
Maesteg building

ONE of the finest 
buildings in 
Maesteg Town 
Centre is to have a 
new lease of life. 

Hartshorn House, 
which celebrated its cen¬ 
tenary in 2010, was 
originally built as a shop 
and offices of the old 
Maesteg Co-operative 
Society. 

It was revamped in 
the 1990s under the 
Valleys Initiative and 
now houses the 
Bowrington Arcade of 
retail units on the 
ground floor and there 
are flats on the second 
floor which are managed 
by Yellow Wales and 
provide accommodation 
for homeless young peo¬ 
ple. 

However, the first 
floor of this large build¬ 
ing, which stands at the 
corner of Neath Road 
and Llynfi Road, has 
been empty for almost 
nine years after previous 
occupants of the offices 
moved out. 

Now, Bridgend Social 
Services and the 
Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg Health 
board have joined forces 
to bring it back into use. 

A Health and Well- 
Being Centre is being 
set up with funding pro¬ 
vided by the Welsh gov¬ 
ernment. A planning 
application for this 
change of use is current¬ 
ly being processed. 

The new centre will 
bring together a large 
number of existing serv¬ 
ices that people living in 
the Llynfi Valley have to 
travel between various 
locations to access. 

More than a third of 
all missed appointments 
with organisations pro¬ 
viding care and support 
in Bridgend county 
come from residents of 
the valley. 

This move is intended 
to provide a better over¬ 
all service at a single, 
easy-to-reach site. 

The new centre will 
provide help and support 
to people on a wide 
range of issues including 
domestic abuse, home-

lessness, sexual health, 
counselling, substance 
misuse and employment 
support. 

It will also provide a 
venue for PACT meet¬ 
ings and will have meet¬ 
ing rooms, consultation 
suites and office space 
for organisations that 
include Ty Ellis, 

Wallich, Ogwr DASH, 
Job CentrePlus and the 
Safer Bridgend 
Partnership. 

A centre manager will 
be appointed to oversee 
services in the building 
and ensure that the cen¬ 
tre is well-maintained. 

Coun Lyn Morgan, 
who is the cabinet mem¬ 
ber for Well Being, said 
that the new centre 
would be a huge help 
for local people and 
communities throughout 
the valley. 

He said: “The geogra¬ 
phy of the borough 
sometimes means that 
people who live in val¬ 
ley areas have to travel 
to Bridgend or further to 
receive help and support 
for a particular problem. 

“This move will con¬ 
solidate the various 
services that are current¬ 
ly only available to peo¬ 
ple travelling back and 
fore between different 
locations. 

“This centre will have 
a huge impact on the 
effectiveness of services 
which are designed to 
improve the health and 
well-being of Llynfi 
Valley residents.” 

He added that having 
this building in Maesteg 
would produce some 
spin-off for local shops 
by increasing footfall in 
the town, while reducing 
pressure on services 
based in Bridgend town 
centre. 

He added: “Hartshorn 
House was named after 
Vernon Hartshorn MP, 
who had been the min¬ 
ers’ agent in the valley 
before being elected to 
parliament. 

“He served as post¬ 
master general in the 
first Labour government 
in 1924 under Ramsay 
MacDonald.” 

Bowrington Arcade is 
named after Bowrington 
Street which is the old 
name for Commercial 
Street. It was named 
after Sir John Bowring, 
who owned the iron 
works in the town.

“This inquiry is a 
great opportunity to con¬ 
tribute to the debate and 
I would encourage 
everyone to complete the 
online survey. 

“In the past few 
months, I have been very 
fortunate to spend time 
with South Wales Police 
as part of the Police 
Service Parliamentary 
Scheme. This has 
enabled me to see first 


hand the essential and 
valuable work that offi¬ 
cers do in often challeng¬ 
ing circumstances. 

“There has been a five 
per cent fall in crime in 
Bridgend in the first half 
of this year, with sub¬ 
stantial reductions in 
burglary - down 19 per 
cent and theft from vehi¬ 
cles - down 20 per cent. 

“South Wales Police 
should be congratulated 
for these impressive fig¬ 
ures that is a testament to 
the hard work of the 
whole force. 

“They clearly demon¬ 
strate that the Coalition 
Government’s proposals 
are completely unneces¬ 
sary and that the Police 
should be left to get on 
with their jobs.”

She told the jury she 
did not intend striking 
him with the glass.

Prosecutor John Ryan 
said the couple had been 
in a relationship and still 
were. 

Last August, they 


went to a barbecue 
where they argued and 
later went to a pub, 
where the argument con¬ 
tinued. 

After Rees threw the 
beer over her, she react¬ 
ed by striking him to the 
side of the face, causing 
cuts which needed more 
than seven stitches and 
which left a permanent 
scar. 

Mr Rees said in evi¬ 
dence that at the barbe¬ 
cue he had six pints of 
cider and Barrell had a 
bottle of wine. 

“We had had a rough 
patch, and we argued.”

‘Different dates’ 
set for Trecco 
Bay caravans 


Bridgend’s 
day for the 
Armed Forces 


PLANNING consent 
has been granted for 
the caravans at Trecco 
Bay to be occupied 
between different 
dates. 

Until now, the cara¬ 
vans have had to be 
vacated on December 
31 and not re-occupied 
until February 1. 

The application, from 
site owners Parkdean 
Holiday Parks Ltd, was 
to vary those dates so 
that people could stay in 
their caravans over the 
new year. 

From now on, cara¬ 
vans will have to be 
vacated by January 4 
and not re-occupied 
until February 4. This 
means that the 11-month 
residency period 
remains the same. 

A number of local 


residents objected on 
the grounds that any 
extension of the occu¬ 
pancy would be detri¬ 
mental to the area but 
planning officers have 
pointed out that the 
overall residency period 
remains the same but 
between two different 
dates. 

This means that the 
requirement that cara¬ 
vans are vacated for one 
month a year remains in 
force and ensures that 
caravans continue to 
provide temporary resi¬ 
dential accommodation. 

It will also help pro¬ 
mote Porthcawl as a 
holiday destination over 
the new year period 
when the town is short 
of accommodation. This 
accords with the coun¬ 
cil’s tourism strategy.

REPORTS of 
sewage and oil 
affecting beaches 
(including 
Porthcawl), are 
mistaken, says 
Environment 
Agency Wales. 

The culprit is in fact 
algae. 

“Over the last few 
weeks, officers have 
received reports from 
beaches between 
Porthcawl and 
Aberavon as far west 
as Tenby. Algae has 
also been seen in north 
Wales near Aberdyfi, 
the Mawddach 
Estuary and the Menai 
Strait,” a spokesper¬ 
son confirmed. 

Officers collected 
samples and analysis 
found that the species 
of algae were 


Caetoceros and 
Phaeocystis. 

“The recent warm 
weather, coupled with 
nutrients in the water, 
has caused foam to 
appear on the surface 
of the sea. 

“In other cases, the 
algae has, died causing 
a brown, lumpy mate¬ 
rial to be deposited on 
the beach. 

“The algae is not 
dangerous but could 
case a mild skin irrita¬ 
tion if people come 
into contact with it. 

“It should not be 
swallowed and actions 
should be taken to 
avoid any contact with 
algae” one spokesper¬ 
son warned. 

“With more warm 
weather forecast over 
the summer, the 
agency is expecting 
more outbreaks of 
algae on the coast. 

“Water quality at 
bathing water beaches 
is better than ever and 
we want to make it 
clear that these slicks 
are not pollution.” 

Any slicks which 
may not be algae 
should be reported to 
Environment Agency 
Wales ’free 24-hour 
hotline on 0800 
807060.

Local man stole from 
his vulnerable clients

A school friend of 
Wood was also a victim 
and he, too, lost his life 
savings. 

The judge said he had 
to sentence Wood for a 
seven-year course of 
conduct which caused 
“heartache, devastation 
and financial ruin to per¬ 
sons who trusted him.” 

For many years Wood 
had enjoyed a “comfort¬ 
able lifestyle” - all the 
time covering up his 
wrongdoing. 

The judge added: “No 
sentence can undo the 
harm you have done.” 


He said he was also 
aware of the dreadful 
effects of the offences 
on Wood’s own family. 

The judge added: 
“You stooped so low as 
to steal from and 
defraud your own 
father.” 

There was, said the 
judge, “callous exploita¬ 
tion”. 

Wood’s solicitor 
David Campbell said 
people had invested 
their money, which 
many had had through 
misfortune, and were 
particularly vulnerable. 

But many who had 
invested did not lose. 


“The effect on his 
family’s life has been 
catastrophic. He has 
separated from his wife, 
and his house has been 
repossessed. 

“He has lost every¬ 
thing and his career has 
gone. There is shame 
and remorse and he has 
experienced many 
nightmares.” 

Mr Campbell said 
that Wood had been 
honest and co-operated 
in the police investiga¬ 
tion and his guilty pleas 
reflected his genuine 
remorse. 

“His losses are sub¬ 
stantial. He has lost the 


respect and love of those 
closest to him and this 
will remain for the rest 
of his life.” 

Mr Campbell said he 
didn’t seek to minimise 
the suffering Wood had 
caused to many people. 

He said that in the 
1990s, Wood’s business 
had been under financial 
pressure. 

But in the community 
he was regarded as suc¬ 
cessful and was well 
liked. 

“He had a very com¬ 
fortable lifestyle which 
was funded by dishon¬ 
esty and he could not 
admit to clients, friends.

Man arrested 


replies to scrutiny 
chair criticisms 


after bungled 
house burglary

A MAESTEG man 
with the nickname 
“Bungles” has been 
jailed for a year for 
burglary. 

Andrew Dyer (27) of 
Maesteg, admitted bur¬ 
gling a house in the 
Brackla area of 
Bridgend in April last 
year. 

Prosecutor David 
Thomas said the occupi¬ 
er was watching televi¬ 
sion in the morning 
when a neighbour 
called and said he had 
spotted someone trying 
a handle of a door to the 
house. 

It was later discov¬ 
ered that four sets of car 


keys had been stolen. 

Someone in the area 
recognised Dyer (known 
as Bungles) and he was 
arrested four hours 
later. 

He said he had noth¬ 
ing to do with the bur¬ 
glary, but was later pos¬ 
itively identified. 

The court heard that 
Dyer is currently serv¬ 
ing 30 months impris¬ 
onment for another bur¬ 
glary offence. 

Judge David Wynn 
Morgan directed that 
the 12 month sentence 
should run concurrent¬ 
ly. The case was heard 
via video link to 
Dartmoor Prison 


Mother escapes 
prison over 
£36,000 benefit 
overpayments

She said that the 
Conservative and Liberal 
Democrats have 12 seats 
on the council. Two other 
non-aligned 
Independents - Peter 
Evans and Mel Winter - 
are also unrepresented. 

“We have 14 seats 
between us but not one 
chair. The Annibynwyr, 
with 11 seats, have four 
out of the five scrutiny 
chairs - and the chair of 
audit. 

“The other chair avail¬ 
able has gone each year 
to Bob Burns, who has a 
group of three.” 

Coun Green said that 
in the days of the 
Rainbow Alliance, her 
members did not vote 
and it was left to Labour 
and the non-aligned 
independents to choose 
the scrutiny chairs. 

“What’s happening in 
Bridgend goes against 
the ethos of fair play. We 
have more seats as a for¬ 
mer Rainbow Alliance 
than the Annibynwyr, but 
no chairs,” she protested. 

Coun Pat Hacking 
said that she felt what 
was happening was anti¬ 
democratic. 

“What’s happened is 
that they have now effec¬ 
tively excluded the 
Conservative and Liberal 
Democrat members of 
the council from being 


able to function as an 
opposition. 

“We know nothing 
about what’s going on. 
As scrutiny chairs, we 
attended meetings with 
officers, but now we are 
backbenchers with no 
knowledge of what’s 
happening.” 

Coun Hacking con¬ 
ceded that not all Labour 
members voted and a 
number had abstained, 
but others took part in 
the voting, which result¬ 
ed in skewing the out¬ 
come. 

The Leader of BCBC, 
Coun Mel Nott, respond¬ 
ed: “This cabinet has 
taken a decision not to 
vote when electing a 
scrutiny chair. 

“However, we respect 
the constitutional right of 
all other members to 
make their own decision 
on whether to and how to 
vote. They do so based 
on who they feel is the 
best and most appropri¬ 
ate person for this impor¬ 
tant role. 

“It is important to 
stress that no Labour 
members, including cab¬ 
inet members will nomi¬ 
nate a chair; it is down to 
the opposition parties’ 
leadership to agree who 
should be put forward. 

“The constitution is 
quite clear that scrutiny 
chairs are taken from 
opposition groups. Over 


the course of this admin¬ 
istration the chairs of 
scrutiny have sometimes 
changed, and the majori¬ 
ty of chairs currently 
come from the largest 
opposition party. 

Independent 
Annibynwyr. 

“Plaid Cymru and the 
Democratic Independent 
are also represented. 
While this may be disap¬ 
pointing for other par¬ 
ties, this is democracy. 

“I don’t think it’s 
especially productive to 
refer to how previous 
administrations have 
chosen to operate, as we 
are some years on now. 

“However, I do recall 
that a Rainbow Alliance 
cabinet member voted 
against a Labour scrutiny 
chair - a decision which 
was disappointing for my 
own party, but one which 
we had to accept. 

“”I place great value 
in the scrutiny process 
and believe the members 
of each committee will 
continue to engage in the 
robust and mature politi¬ 
cal debate which they are 
known for, regardless of 
who sits in the chair.” 

• The distribution of 
scrutiny chairs, which of 
course come with the 
bonus of an extra special 
responsibility payment of 
£9,708, has been a 
thorny issue in other 
councils. 

Ironically, while the 
Conservatives clearly 
feel that they have lost 
out on scrutiny chairs in 
BCBC, the situation in 
the neighbouring Vale 
Council is reversed. 

In the Vale, the 
Conservative-controlled 
council has abandoned 
the convention of letting 
opposition councillors 
take scrutiny chairs (if 
such a convention ever 
existed). 

Instead, 
Conservatives have 
taken three out of five 
scrutiny chairs, with one 
going to Labour and one 
to Plaid Cymru. 

It is a policy that the 
Labour leader in the 
Vale, Coun Neil Moore, 
has complained bitterly 
about. 


A MOTHER of 
three who received 
more than £36,000 
in benefits overpay¬ 
ment has escaped 
custody. 

Sarah Davies (37) of 
Pyle, who had no previ¬ 
ous convictions, admit¬ 
ted three charges of 
unlawfully obtaining 
benefits by failing to 
notify the authorities of a 
change of circumstances. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court Judge David 
Wynn Morgan sentenced 
her to 32 weeks impris¬ 
onment, suspended for a 
year, and ordered her to 
carry out 100 hours 
unpaid work. 

He said: “These 
offences have to be 
marked.” 

Prosecutor Christian 
Jarrett said that over five 
years, Davies received 
overpayment of council 
tax, income support and 
housing benefit totalling 
£36,693. 

Arrangements, he 
said, were now in hand 
for the money eventually 


to be repaid. 

He said that the 
offences began when 
Davies indicated she was 
a lone parent, but there 
had been evidence that 
for some periods she and 
her husband lived 
together. 

She told investigators 
that her relationship had 
been volatile, and that 
for many periods, she 
had been alone. 

Her counsel, Alex 
Greenwood, said: “She 
is working, she is 
healthy. This was not a 
criminal activity from 
the outset. 

“Her case is that her 
husband came and went. 
Had she disclosed that, 
there would have been 
some entitlement. She 
had been in a turbulent 
relationship.” 

He said she had car¬ 
ried, over a long period, 
the “shadow of the pro¬ 
ceedings hanging over 
her”. 

He added: “She is of 
impeccable character.”

Penarth mother is 
cleared of murder 


REPORT by AJ SICLUNA 


A MOTHER of 
four who admitted 
strangling her 
severely autistic 
son, was cleared of 
his murder by a 
jury at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Yvonne Freaney (49) 
of Penarth, had denied 
the charge, but admitted 
the manslaughter of her 
son Glen (aged 11) on 
the grounds of dimin¬ 
ished responsibility. 

She had claimed that 
no-one else would look 
after him and he had 
been let down by Social 
Services. 

The court heard that 
she killed him in a hotel 
near Cardiff Wales 
Airport. 

Sentence was 

adjourned and she was 
remanded in custody 
until June 10. 

Her counsel, John 
Charles Rees QC, said: 
“The question of her 
coming back into the 
community and how that 
needed to be dealt with 
would have to be consid¬ 


ered.” 

The Vale Council has 
indicated that it had 
launched a serious case 
review into the handling 
of the Freaney case. 

During the trial, the 
authority had faced criti¬ 
cism from the defen¬ 
dant’s lawyers in its han¬ 
dling of the case. 

Phil Evans, chairman 
of the council’s safe¬ 
guarding children board 
said: “The board has 
already started a review 
of this case in accor¬ 
dance with the guidance 
issued by the Welsh 
Government.” 

He said an independ¬ 
ent person with appro¬ 
priate qualifications, 
knowledge and experi¬ 
ence had been appointed 
to prepare a report. 

Freaney’s defence 
team said during the trial 
that she strangled her 
son because of an abnor¬ 
mality of mind while 
under stress and when 
suicidal, and suffered 
from a personality disor¬ 


der. 

Mr Rees said she was 
a battered wife, but her 
way of solving problems 
was not to kill her hus¬ 
band, but to kill herself 
and her son. 

When police officers 
found Glen’s body, sur¬ 
rounded by toys in the 
Sky Plaza Hotel last 
year, she said: “I had to 
do it, no-one else could 
look after him.” 

She said she had to 
“put him to sleep”. She 
said she put his toys 
around him and then 
started cutting herself. 

She said: “I sent him 
to the Kingdom of 
Heaven. My only regret 
is that I couldn’t end my 
life - my blood kept on 
clotting.” 

Prosecutor Greg 
Taylor QC said that it 
was accepted that 
Freaney was a devoted 
mother who had cared 
for Glen, the youngest of 
four children and who 
could not be left alone 
for a minute. 


During the trial, 
Freaney did not give evi¬ 
dence. 

The court heard she 
had been treasurer of the 
RAFA Club in Penarth, 
where her husband was 
chairman. 

The court heard that 
what were meant to be 
suicide notes were left at 
the club and in the hotel 
room. 

The court also heard 
that the family had had 
to leave their home 
because it was declared 
uninhabitable. 

The jury heard that 
she decided to leave her 
husband, who admitted 
violence towards her, 
and before the killing 
searched for a home for 
herself, living in a num¬ 
ber of hotels. 

After the case, her 
eldest child, Carla, said: 
“I love my mother and I 
will remain supportive 
of her.” 

Her husband, Mark, 
said the outcome of the 
trial “will not bring Glen 
back to us.”

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FOLLOWING a five-year 
campaign, Penarth Pier 
Pavilion is set to be re¬ 
opened to the public, 
thanks to a £1.68 million 
grant from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund. 

The Grade II listed Art Deco 
seafront pavilion has been closed 
to visitors since the 1990s, but 
thanks to a community-led cam¬ 
paign, Penarth Arts and Crafts Ltd 
(PACL) has secured the grant to 
fund major repair and restoration 
works to the inside and outside of 
the pavilion. 

Built in 1894, the pier began 
life as a landing jetty and gradual¬ 
ly developed into a focal point for 
the town’s social life when a 
pavilion was built in 1929. PACL 
hopes to re-establish that focal 
point for activities appealing to 
local residents and visitors alike. 

Following restoration, the 
pavilion will host a range of activ¬ 
ities such as school sessions and 
will have a dedicated exhibition 
area focusing on the area’s mar¬ 
itime heritage. 

The first floor balcony will be 
redesigned to create an auditori¬ 
um for lectures, conferences and 
film screenings and a cafe will be 
created which will overlook the 
seafront. 

PACL has developed strong 
partnerships with a number of 
groups, including the volunteer 
organization ‘Coastwatch’, 
wildlife sanctuaries and the 
RSPB. A new observation post 


will give people the chance to 
watch birds and other wildlife, 
with live images linked from 
cameras located in the Bristol 
Channel. 

As a landmark structure on the 
south Wales coast, Penarth Pier 
currently attracts more than 
315,000 visitors annually, with 
numbers soaring in the warm 
summer months. 

The reopened pavilion is 
expected to attract substantial 
numbers looking to explore the 
building and find out more about 
the area’s heritage. 

The local community will con¬ 
tinue to play a crucial role in the 
project: 10,000 people signed a 
petition to save the pavilion and, 
as a result of this grant, up to 230 
people including staff, volunteers 
and students will be offered train¬ 
ing opportunities in conservation 
and leisure learning. 

Five jobs will also be created 
through the project, including 
positions for an education and 
learning officer and pavilion man¬ 
ager and it is expected that more 
than 1,000 community members 
will get involved as volunteers, 
taking on roles such as heritage 
visitor guides. 

Abi Trotman, aged 22, a volun¬ 
teer and campaigner for the proj¬ 
ect, said: “Growing up in Penarth, 
I’ve always felt the pier and the 
pavilion is an integral part of the 
landscape. I am thrilled to know 
our generation will be able to 
make full use of all its facilities, 
like music and heritage crafts.” 

Dan Clayton Jones, chair of the 


Heritage Lottery Fund Committee 
for Wales, said: “Penarth Pier and 
Pavilion is an iconic landmark for 
south Wales and a fine example of 
early 20th century seaside archi¬ 
tecture. This project will secure 
its future, celebrate its rich mar¬ 
itime history and create a focal 
point for community activities, 
both social and educational. 

“We’ve supported PACL in 
recognition of the difference the 
project will make to the area as 
part of the regeneration of the 
town’s seafront for both visitors 
and residents alike. The project 
has been led by the community 
from the start and it’s fantastic to 
see so many local people continu¬ 
ing to pledge their time and sup¬ 
port as volunteers to make it a 
success.” 

Coun Gordon Kemp, Leader of 
the Vale Council, said: “Having 
approved the basic lease terms 
and funding arrangements in sup¬ 
port of the Penarth Arts and Crafts 
proposal, the Vale Council has 
shown its commitment to the 
regeneration of the Pier Pavilion. 

“The announcement of the 
funding from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund brings the PACL vision for 
the building one step closer and is 
also a wonderful boost to the 
Vale’s regeneration work in the 
town.” 

PACL was awarded £99,600 by 
Heritage Lottery Fund in 
November 2009, to develop its 
proposals further, and prior to 
that a grant of £50,000 was 
awarded in 2007 for essential 
planning work.

stage and MC for the 
night Colin Price taking 
the mike (in more ways 
than one) around the 
room for everyone to get 
a chance to ask the two 
players their views on a 
wide variety of subjects.

apply here in Wales.” 

“In any case, on the 
wider issue of whether 
shale gas drilling poses 
a safety risk to drinking 
water, I am clear that we 
must exercise caution 
before drawing conclu¬ 
sions.” 

The Vale AM Jane 
Hutt is also supporting 
the ‘Vale Says No 
Campaign’ and has 
called for a moratorium 
on shale gas drilling. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
has now met with the 
Minister for the 
Department for Energy 
and Climate Change 
(DECC) to discuss shale 
gas exploration in the 
UK and the planning 
regulations that sur¬ 
round such activity. 

Charles Hendry MP 
explained to Mr Cairns 
that the approval of 
planning applications, 
and the actual monitor¬ 
ing of test-drilling and 
extraction of shale gas, 
is a matter for the Welsh 
Government, as plan¬ 
ning is a devolved issue. 

As the UK DECC 
Minister he (Charles 
Hendry), had no power 
to intervene with Welsh 
Government planning 
policy and decision¬ 
making processes. 


The Vale MP has now 
written to the new 
Minister, John Griffiths 
AM, at the Welsh 
Government to raise his 
concerns, and to call on 
the Welsh Government 
once again for a tempo¬ 
rary moratorium on 
shale gas test-drilling 
and exploration. He has 
also pressed for stronger 
and clearer planning 
guidelines to be issued 
to local authorities. 

Plaid Cymru’s 
spokesman. Dr Ian 
Johnson, said: “We 
don’t yet know what has 
caused these earth¬ 
quakes and tremors in 
the north-west of 
England, but it is a 
strange coincidence that 
they should take place 
close to the gas drilling 
site. 

“This type of drilling 
is potentially dangerous 
and should not be taking 
place in the Vale. 

“The principle behind 
drilling for shale gas is 
wrong. 

“We should be invest¬ 
ing in renewable energy, 
such as tidal lagoons or 
a tidal reef across the 
Severn estuary which 
will be able to generate 
massive amounts of 
clean, green energy.

allowances fall just 
short of £1 million 


THE total allowances paid to Vale 
councillors in the period from 
April 1, 2010 to March 31, 2011, 
show that the total paid out was 
£947,548. 

The table reproduced below details 
the payments made, and the columns 
show the basic allowance paid to coun¬ 
cillors, the payments made for ‘special 
responsibilies’, and any claims made for 
expenses incurred on council business. 

The figures show that all the council¬ 
lors have claimed the basic amount, 
£13,868, which is up by £512, a 3.8 per 
cent rise on the previous year. 


The exception is Coun Gwyn John 
of Llantwit Major, who declined to take 
an annual rise two years ago, and 
hence is running one year behind other 
councillors. 

The biggest special responsibility pay¬ 
ment goes, as usual, to the council 
leader, who receives £38,139, taking his 
total salary to £52,007. Coun Kemp did 
not draw any expenses, and this was 
true of 30 other councillors. 

In fact, the number of councillors 
who declined to take any expenses rose 
this year, up from 26 to 31. 

The second-biggest special responsi¬ 


bility payment went to Coun Hunter 
Jarvie, the deputy leader, who received 
£22.537, plus his basic allowance. 

The other cabinet members on the 
Vale Council, Couns Jeff James, Janice 
Charles, Paul Church, Geoff Cox, 
Anthony Ernest, Tony Hampton, Rhodri 
Traherne, and Dorothy Turner, all 
received £17,336, plus their basic 
allowance. 

Other special allowances that are 
paid to councillors include £9,708for 
undertaking the duties involved in 
chairing a scrutiny committee.

THE former man¬ 
ager of Barry Town 
FC has warned the 
future of the club 
still hangs in the 
balance. 

The club’s supporters 
are due to meet at the Sea 
View Labour Club today, 
Thursday, June 2, at 
6.30pm to discuss the lat¬ 
est developments. 

Last week. The GEM 
reported that supporters 
needed to raise the sum 
of £125,000 to purchase 
the club, but they must 
also be able to make 
additional payments in 
years to come. 

Former manager 
Gavin Chesterfield, who 
is working with the sup¬ 
porters’ committee, 

explained: “There are 
two dates that are crucial 
to the future of the club - 
June 10, the annual din¬ 
ner of the Welsh league, 
and June 25, the league’s 
annual meeting. 

“By those dates we 
have to confirm or resign 
our position in the 
league. 

“We have £65,000 
pledged by someone, but 
that leaves £60,000 for 
the supporters and per¬ 
haps other business peo¬ 
ple to find. 

“If two or three busi¬ 
ness backers came up 
with £10,000 each, it 
would mean the support¬ 
ers would have to find 


£30,000.” 

Mr Chesterfield said 
he was content that the 
£65,000 backer was 
someone with integrity 
who could be relied 
upon. 

He said he thought 
that a consortium which 
consisted of well-inten¬ 
tioned local business 
people and the supporters 
would be good for Barry 
Town FC. 

However, he added 
that people who had the 
interests of the club at 
heart were in a race 
against time.

Rve important facts you need

I T is estimated that at 
least one in 50 people 
aged over 40 are at risk 
of having glaucoma, one of 
the leading causes of pre¬ 
ventable blindness in the 
UK today.

David Wright is the chief exec¬ 
utive officer of the International 
Glaucoma Association and he 
explained: “A comprehensive eye 
test for glaucoma, including all 
three glaucoma tests, is painless, 
quick and amazingly good value 
for money when compared with 
the consequences of losing your 
vision. 

“The eyes may be or may not 
be the windows to the soul, but 
they are certainly a very impor¬ 
tant window through which only 
a skilled eye examiner can see a 
wide range of important things to 
the benefit of the individual and 
society as a whole.”

CHRONIC glauco¬

Dr Adrian Jones from 
Jones & Jones 
Optometrists explained: 
“There are about 
500,000 people in Wales 
and England with glau¬ 
coma, and about 70 mil¬ 
lion worldwide. 

“It is estimated that 
up to 50 per cent of peo¬ 
ple with glaucoma are 
undiagnosed. There are 
no symptoms until 
extensive irrevocable 
damage has occurred.

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TAYPAYERS’ALLIANCE ON THE ATTACK IN 
A DISPUTE OVER ‘RESETTLEMENT GRANT’ 


Vale MP defends his 
£29k farewell payment 


THE Vale MP Alun 
Cairns has defended his 
decision to take a £29,000 
Assembly ‘resettlement 
grant’. 

Assembly Members who 
stood down when the 
Assembly was dissolved at the 
end of March were entitled to 
the payment, but the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance said it 
wasn’t justified. 

Charlotte Linacre, a manag¬ 
er at the organisation which 
campaigns to make politicians 
and public bodies accountable 


to the taxpayer, claimed: “It's 
shocking that Alun Cairns has 
taken a resettlement grant cre¬ 
ated for jobless politicians, 
when he's actually waltzing off 
to Westminster. 

“There is clearly no justifi¬ 
cation for milking this over - 
generous redundancy pay-off. 

“He wasn’t kicked out, he 
left, so he should give the 
money back. 

“It's not right that taxpayers’ 
money funds golden goodbyes 
when a term finishes, much 
less when they step down vol¬ 
untarily, so profiting before 


walking straight back into a 
parliamentary role is outra¬ 
geous.” 

A Vale councillor also took 
issue with the payment. 

Conn Gwyn John, who rep¬ 
resents Llantwit Major, com¬ 
mented: “It is appalling to take 
a resettlement payment when 
he was resettled in a higher- 
paid job in Westminster. 

“It sums up the current cli¬ 
mate among politicians. We 
have seen this too often.” 

Mr Cairns was the regional 
Member for South Wales West 
when he was elected as MP for 


the Vale of Glamorgan in May 
2010. 

He continued in both roles, 
but voluntarily forfeited his 
Assembly pay. 

Mr Cairns stated: “/ have 
not taken an AM’s salary for 
the last year, but have 
received the resettlement 
grant after 12 years’ service. 

“The grant payment fol¬ 
lows the precedent set by 
Dafydd Wigley, Rhodri 
Morgan, leuan Wyn Jones 
and others over recent years.”

A ‘Golden Mile’ for 
safety - or revenue? 


I WAS interested 
to read the Vale 
of Glamorgan 
Council’s extensive 
survey and actions 
taken on the Barry 
Docks Link Road 
because of the num¬ 
ber of fatalities and 
accidents there. 

Especially intriguing 
is the reduction in the 
speed limit from 60mph 
to 50mph. 

This is the same 
reduction implemented 
on the Pentre Meurig 
crossroads on the A48 
near Cowbridge - anoth¬ 
er black spot with fatali¬ 
ties and accidents over 
the years. 

So can the council 
explain why, on possibly 
the straightest, safest 
road in the Vale, the 
national speed limit was 
reduced to 40mph? 

I am referring to the 
section of A48 between 
the rail crossing near the 
Ford factory entrance 
and the junction with the 
B4524, where the only 
hazard may be a rabbit 
darting out from the 
grass or an aeroplane 
mistaking it for a run¬ 
way! 

I note the Link Road 
survey included the 


speed camera unit which 
determined that the site 
did not meet the criteria 
for a speed camera, 
fixed or mobile. What 
was that criteria? 

Over the last two 
years more than 3,000 
motorists had their wal¬ 
lets and purses raided for 
exceeding the 40mph 
limit on this stretch of 
the A48. With the 
amount of money they 
have collected the Police 
are no doubt embar¬ 
rassed about the old 
name of the road 
‘Golden Mile’, so have 
designated it ‘Brocastle’. 

I do not think I’m 
being cynical when I 
wonder what was the 
criteria for a mobile 
camera on this section of 
the A48, safety or rev¬ 
enue? 

There is no logical or 
safety reason for a 
40mph speed limit on 
this section of A48 so 
why don’t the council 
consider their ratepayers 
and return the road to its 
original national limit 
and stop the police from 
branding good drivers as 
bad ones?

The council dropped its bombshell last 
month when letters were sent out ordering 
people to remove signs advertising the 
location of their businesses or face enforce¬ 
ment action. 

However, businesses on the estate are 
hoping that the row, which was featured in 
The GEM and other local newspapers, can 
be turned to their advantage by drawing 
attention to the fact that there are more than 
100 businesses on the estate offering a 
wide range of products and services. 

The site was developed during the war as 
the location of the Royal Ordnance factory 
- known locally as the Arsenal. This drew 
in thousands of workers every day from 
miles around - brought in by bus and train. 

Thankfully, the German bombers never 
located it, and after the war it was redevel¬ 
oped as Bridgend trading estate. 

In those days, it was the home of many 
factories, including the old Christie Tyler 
furniture group. Other familiar names 
included Miles Laboratory (Alka Seltzer), 
Nu Stylo (shoes) and Zimmer Orthopaedic. 


Many of these firms, who provided 
employment for thousands of people, have 
long gone - along with more recent arrivals 
including Sony. 

But the estate has adapted, and now 
houses a diverse range of businesses, 
including some which manufacture goods 
and others which provide goods and 
services to the public.

''OU would 
have needed 
the predic¬ 
tion skills of 
Nostradamus to 
have said that one

Yet The Hangover 
was, critically and com¬ 
mercially, a hit, and the 
desire for more adven¬ 
tures, coupled with 
healthy box office, has 
made The Hangover 
Part II a reality. 

This time around, 

Phil (Bradley Cooper), 
Stu (Ed Helms), and 
Alan (Zach 
Galifianakis) travel to 
Bangkok for Stu’s wed¬ 
ding, only to find them¬ 
selves in another post¬ 
blackout misadventure 
which sees faces new 
and old crop up to help, 
and hinder, them... 

The pressures of 
being a sequel are high. 
Will the second outing 
be able to match, or 
even surpass the thrill of 
the first time around, or 
will it flounder under 
the weight of expecta¬ 
tion and a lack of ambi¬ 
tion, driven by a desire 
to replicate what made 
that first outing so suc¬ 
cessful.

loud hilarious, does find 
itself stuck between 
these two extremes. 

With the opening 
sequence playing out as

those with a more open 
mind will find much to 
laugh at as the charac¬ 
ters are put through the 
wringer with scant 
regard for sympathy or 
their health. 

Certainly the stakes 
are raised, as is the level 
of gross-out comedy on 
show, and the laughter 
very rarely dissipates as 
the writers conjure up 
more ways to tickle 
your bone and test your 
gag reflex at the same 
time. 

It’s just a shame that 
the actual story isn’t a 
touch more daring and 
fresh, rather than the 
reheated morsels we are 
given. 

Phillips’ direction 
doesn’t veer too far 
from the template he set 
himself first time round, 
lensing Bangkok with 
the gratuity you would 
expect, with the occa¬ 
sional bit of action styl¬ 
ishly done, while the 
performances are, as 
expected, up to scratch. 

Once more, spell¬ 
check nemesis Zach 
Galifianakis runs away 
with proceedings as the 
seemingly development- 
arrested Alan, whose 
antics raise the most 
laughs, while Bradley 
Cooper and Ed Helms 
both deliver more than 
their fair share of come¬ 
dy, if a touch short of 
charm. 

If Ken Jeong is a lit¬ 
tle too unleashed as 
crazy gangster Chow, 
then it is compensated 
by the performance of a 
monkey in a sleeveless 
denim Rolling Stones 
jacket - the antics the 
animal gets up to have 
to be seen to be 
believed! 

Beneath the bawdy 
atmosphere and the 
thrill of seeing charac¬ 
ters you have engaged 
with again, there is the 
feeling that The 
Hangover Part II is 
treading over already 
worn ground, and you 
would be right - howev¬ 
er, when it still leaves 
you rolling in the aisles 
with laughter, you can’t 
complain too much! 

VERDICT-A story 
that does little more 
than follow the template 
of its forbearer is res¬ 
cued by its highly hilari¬ 
ous comedy, making 
The Hangover Part II a 
worthwhile viewing 
experience. Those easi¬ 
ly offended should steer 
clear but those with an 
impish sense of humour 
will find much to enjoy. 
Highly recommended.

shortcuts 


KEYBOARD short¬ 
cuts are worth re¬ 
visiting because 
they are such terrif¬ 
ic time-savers; they 
are combinations of 
two or more keys 
that, when pressed, 
perform a task that 
would otherwise 
require several 
mouse-clicks. 

They make it easier to 
interact with your com¬ 
puter, saving time and 
effort when using 
Windows and most 
applications. 

Howard explained 
that in most key combi¬ 
nations, one of the keys 
will be a moderator key, 
in that it changes the 
action produced when 
pressing the other key. 

The most common 
example would be the 
Shift key. Its usual job is 
to moderate the action 
of a letter key-press by 
changing the case of the 
letter to a capital letter 
(or to a lower-case let¬ 
ter if the Caps Lock is 
on). But it does other 
things as well. 

It reverses the action 
of some keyboard short¬ 
cuts if it is held down as 
the shortcut is used. 

It also helps with text 
selection. If you hold

JOHN Evans will 
speak on the once 
famous Gloster 
Aircraft Company 
at Penarth Aviation 
Society’s meeting on 
Friday (June 3).

arrow keys, it is possible 
to start and end the 
selection within a word. 
To do this with a mouse 
is just about possible, 
but exceedingly frustrat¬ 
ing because the mouse 
wants to select complete 
words. It might not seem 
like much of a differ¬ 
ence, but it comes into 
its own if you do a lot of 
editing. 

There are more ways 
of being precise with the 
text you are selecting. 

Try these. 

A single click will 
place the cursor within 
the text. A double-click 
will select the whole 
word. A triple-click will 
select a whole para¬ 
graph. 

But if you hold down 
the Control Key and 
click in the text, you will 
select exactly a single 
sentence whether it is a 
complete paragraph or 
just part of a para¬ 
graph. (You can also use 
this little trick to see 
that your sentences are 
not so long that they are 
dijficult to understand.) 

Don’t forget the Page 
Up and Page Down keys 
for speed of navigating 
around a document. 
Control+Home goes to 
the start of the docu¬ 
ment (or cell A1 on a 
spreadsheet page); 
Control+End goes to 
the end of the document 
(or the last occupied 
cell on a spreadsheet 
page). 

Members were 
reminded that there are 
hundreds of shortcuts 
available - far too many 
to list here. Google 
‘Keyboard shortcuts ’ 
and you will see for 
yourself.) There are lists 
of favourites and lists of 
shortcuts grouped 
together for operating 
systems or for applica¬ 
tions. 

Remember that if you 
find yourself wishing for 
a shortcut you are not 
alone. Someone has 
almost certainly created 
it already. You just have 
to find it! 

During your search 
you will probably find 
several others that you 
will find useful and you 
will end up with your 
own list of favourites.

The name was 
changed to the Manor of 
Dyffryn during the 18th 
century when the estate 
was sold to Thomas 
Pryce who built the orig¬ 
inal Dyffryn House.

THE opening fixture of the Cardiff & the Vale of 
Glamorgan Schools’ summer track and field pro¬ 
gramme - the 16th Combined Events champi¬ 
onships was held at a cold and windy Cardiff 
International Sports Stadium. 

Last year, at the same venue, a record number of 
over 200 pupils took part at the 15th staging. 

With the late Easter weekend pushing the start of 
the summer term back to Tuesday, May 3 and this 
event being staged on the second day of term, there 
was a real concern among the association officers 
that numbers might be well down - but their fears 
proved ungrounded with nearly 200 pupils, includ¬ 
ing 90 from the Vale, taking part. 

Reports of the sportshall successes of George 
Griffiths have already appeared during the first four 
months of the year. The Cowbridge pupil has fol¬ 
lowed that up with an excellent start to the outdoor 
season. Here, he opened with the top shot perform¬ 
ance - an 11.60 metres put which gave him a 50 
points lead in the junior boys’ competition - the 
year-9 followed that with a 13.8 hurdles clocking 
and, by his standards, modest high and long jump 
performances of 1.50 metres and 5.96 metres to give 
a four event total of 2,051, and a lead of 156 points. 

Even a third, relatively, modest trundle around in 
his least favourite event, the 800 metres, in 2:40.3, 
which added only another 130 points, brought a win¬ 
ning, final score of 2,181. 

In second place, nearly 120 points behind, was 
team-mate Tom Trotman, the year-8 finishing on 
2,028. It will be really interesting to see what sort of 
points score this duo can achieve when they really 
stretch themselves. 

The second Cowbridge victory - from Annabel 
Curie in the junior girls’ section - came after a ding- 
dong battle with Radyr pupil Claire Taylor. 

Annabel opened brightly with a 4.30 metres long 
jump, but a weak shot (6.48 metres) and a not-as- 
swift-as-Claire hurdles timing of 13.0 seconds left 
her trailing by 31 points. With both year-9 girls 
clearing 1.40 metres in the high jump, it all came 
down to the 800 metres - and this is where the 
Cowbridge pupil had the upper hand! 

Claire ran a steady 2:57.2 but Annabel was quick¬ 
er with 2:51.8, earning an extra 53 points to claim 
the title with a score of 2,206. 

The two Bryn Hafren disappointments involved 
year senior girl Elbe Carter in Sarah Herbert in the 
middles, with both athletes leading after four events 
but succumbing in the 800 metres. 

Elbe started the competition with encouraging 
performances in the first three events - a 1.40 metres 
clearance in the high jump, 100 metres in 13.4 sec¬ 
onds and a 4.60 metres long jump - for a 1,600 
points total and a lead of over 120. Event four - a 
modest 6.25 metres shot put - still brought an 
extended lead of nearly 200 points, but it all came 
unstuck in the 800 metres. 

As nearest rival, Aimee Hendrickson (Bishop of 
Llandaff), stormed home in 2:45.5, Elbe took nearly 
another 25 seconds, earning nearly 230 fewer points. 
The outcome was a win for Hendrickson (2,231) 
with Elbe taking second on 2,191 points. 

In the middle section, year-11 Sarah Herbert 
enjoyed an absorbing battle with year-10 pupils 
Laura Trigg (Cardiff High) and Lara Durrani 
(Glantaf). 

The Bryn Hafren pupil hung on over the first three 
events, at which point Trigg led with 1,373 from 
Durrani (1,311) with Herbert in third (1,190). Her 
strong event is the shot - event four - and she made 
it count, producing an 8.97 metres put, which was 
good enough to claim the lead on 1,652 points. 

Sadly, it all came apart in the 800 as her 3:14.0 
(246 points) run was web down on the trio of Trigg, 
Durrani and Danielle Green, who all clocked times 
around 2:51.0 for 450 points. 

The final positions were: 1st Trigg 2,014; 2nd 
Durrani 1,985; 3rd Herbert 1,898; 4th Green 1,824. 

Top Vale athlete in the middle boys’ section was 
Barry Comprehensive pupil Matthew Cobins. After 
his encouraging winter performances, both indoors 
and over the country, the Welsh Schools internation¬ 
al made a solid start with a series of 15.8 seconds in 
the 100 hurdles, a 1.55 metres high jump, a best leap 
of 5.35 metres followed by a shot put of 9.73 metres, 
and a final 800 in 2:09.3 for 2,543 points, and sec¬ 
ond place behind St Teilo’s year-11 Jonathan Bailey 
(2,705). 

Eormer St Cyres pupil Bradley Cole, now study¬ 
ing at Barry College, has been making steady 
progress in the hammer and discus events, but here 
he showed that he has all-round ability. 

Although not sufficiently experienced to trouble 
Welsh Schools international Jamaul Whyte (St 
Teilo’s, 2,447), he pushed Nick Gabimore (Cardiff 
High, 2,260) very closely. A series which included a 
51.29 metres javelin throw, the longest of the com¬ 
petition, plus a 13.5 seconds 100, a best of 4.42 
metres in the long jump and a shot best of 10.15 
metres, ended with third place for the Cogan resident

ATHLETES IN THE WINTER PROGRAMME 


FIVE Vale athletes 
will be hoping that 
they can build on 
their impressive 
winter performanc¬ 
es to gain further 
international hon¬ 
ours. 

Heading the quartet, 
and surely a candidate 
for high honours in any 
Vale Sportsman of the 
Year award, is Curtis 
Mathews. 

The former Barry 
Comprehensive pupil, 
now studying for his 
degree at UWIC in 
Cardiff, is working hard 
to improve in all of the 
10 events in his chosen 
competition - the 
decathlon. 

The Barry & Vale 
Harrier had an early start 
to his indoor season, 
competing in the stan¬ 
dard senior men’s indoor 
combined events compe¬ 
tition - the heptathlon, 
seven events - at the 
England Athletics Indoor 
Combined Events cham¬ 
pionships, held at 
Sheffield on January 8-9. 

The tone was set on 
day one for what may be 
a very interesting year. 
The series of 60 metres 
(7.40), long jump (6.66 
metres), shot (13.43 
metres) and pole vault 
(3.80 metres) was fol¬ 
lowed by a second day of 
60 metres hurdles (8.68), 
high jump (1.86 metres) 
and 1,000 metres 
(2:50.77) to give a seven 
event total of 4,912 
points - good enough for 
third place. 

It also earned the 
UWIC student a first 
call-up for the Great 
Britain & Northern 
Ireland team to compete 
in a Combined Events 
International against 
Erance at the same 
Sheffield venue. 

That first GB interna¬ 
tional proved to be the 
stage for pleasing 
improvements in the 60 
metres (7.29), long jump 
(6.96 metres) and the 
shot (13.72 metres). With 
results in the high jump 
(1.86 metres), pole vault 
(3.80 metres) and 1,000 
metres (2:50.58) similar 
to January, and the only 
small blip being the 60 
metres hurdles (8.76), an 
improved score of 5,097 
points, nearly 200 points 
better than January, was a 
result good enough for 
fourth place and third 
scorer for the winning 
GB team. 

The Barry & Vale 
Harrier has already been 
in action in the outdoor 
season, including a first 
decathlon as a guest at 
Millfield on May 7-8, 
when he posted a score of 
6,898 points to head the 
field. That will give him 
great encouragement as 
he targets a first outdoor 
GB under-20 internation¬ 
al appearance. 

Two ‘younger’ pupils 
still at Barry 
Comprehensive and also 
members of Barry & Vale 
Harriers have also made 
their international debut. 

Year-11 Matthew 
Edwards has had an 
excellent winter over the 
country, and his reward 
has been two internation¬ 


al selections - for Welsh 
Athletics and Welsh 
Schools, at under-17 
level. 

Eollowing the McCain 
Cardiff Cross-Country 
Challenge at Blackweir 
on Sunday, January 16, 
he was selected to repre¬ 
sent Welsh Athletics at 
the Celtic International at 
Antrim. At that event, he 
finished credibly and 
headed the winning 
Welsh team. 

On March 16, he just 
missed out on an individ¬ 
ual medal in the middle 
(years 10 and 11) boys 
section at the Aviva 
Welsh Schools Golden 
Celebration National 
cross-country champi¬ 
onships, finishing fourth, 
but was a scoring mem¬ 
ber of the Cardiff & the 
Vale Schools squad, 
which easily claimed the 
team title. 

That fourth place was 
enough to earn Matthew 
selection for the Welsh 
schools team, which 
competed at the Aviva 
SIAB schools interna¬ 
tional at Antrim on 
Saturday, April 26, 
against the top young 
athletes from English 
schools, All-Ireland 
schools and Scottish 
schools. After a marathon 
journey to Antrim on the 
Eriday, he finished 27th, 
fifth scorer for the Welsh 
team, which finished 
fourth. 

Eollowing those two 
appearances, the Beatty 
Close resident had hoped 
for a third selection - to 
compete for the Welsh 
Schools under-17 team at 
the Virgin Money Giving 
Mini London Marathon - 
but, having been includ¬ 
ed in the non travelling 
reserves rather than com¬ 
peting squad of six, he 
was disappointed that 
there was no late call-up 
when Mike Ward 
(Llanishen) broke his 
collar-bone on the 
Wednesday before the 
marathon. 

In the summer, he will 
be hoping for further 
honours at 1,500 metres, 
or possibly 1,500 metres 
steeplechase. 

The second Barry 
Comprehensive pupil to 
gain international selec¬ 
tion was multi-talented 
Matthew Collins. 

The year-10 pupil 
should have made his 
debut for Welsh Schools 
in the under-16 age group 
(years 9 and 10) at the 
SLAB Indoor Combined 
Events international at 
Kelvin Hall, Glasgow in 
early December, but the 
weather caused that 
event to be postponed 
until early Eebruary. 

As a result, his first 
international appearance 
was for the Welsh 
Schools Dragons team at 
the Celtic Schools under- 
16 Indoor International at 
the National Indoor 
Athletics Centre at 
Cyncoed on January 30. 

On that debut, he fin¬ 
ished third in the match 
800 metres in 2:08.44, 
and was disappointed not 
to be included in the 4 x 
200 metres relay squad. 

On the following 
weekend, the SIAB 
Indoor Combined Events 
International was held in 


Glasgow - and Matthew 
gained both his full 
Welsh Schools vest and a 
gold medal. In a competi¬ 
tion where, unusually, 
Scottish schools were 
found to have fielded 
over age competitors, 
Matthew chalked up per¬ 
formances of 10.05 sec¬ 
onds (60m Hurdles), 5.61 
metres (long jump), 
24.43 seconds (200 
metres), 10.04 metres 
(shot) and 2:11.52 (800 
metres) with his five 
event total of 2,756 
points earning eighth 
place. 

With Welsh schools 
providing the individual 
winner - Aled Price 
(3,080 points) - and 
team-mate Luke Ward 
finishing sixth (2,826 
points), the three-athlete 
total of 8,662 points was 
just good enough to hold 
off the challenge from 
All-Ireland (8,625) and 
English schools (8,605) 
to gain the team gold 
medals. 

Having started the 
2010 outdoor season 
with encouraging per¬ 
formances over 800 
metres, Matthew has hit a 
temporary plateau during 
the indoor season, but he 
has made the most of his 
opportunities over 200 
metres and his opening 
outing over 400 metres at 
the recent South Wales 
Regional championships 
at Leckwith, where he 
won with a sub 52 sec¬ 
onds time, suggest that 
there is real potential for 
international selection at 
that distance later this 
summer. 

A second year-10, 
Stanwell pupil Tom 
Williams, also gained 
international selection at 
the Celtic Schools under- 
16 international. The tal¬ 
ented sprinter/long 
jumper, who had double 
under-15 victory at the 
2010 Welsh Schools 
championships, was 
included in the 60 
metres, 200 metres and 
the 4 X 200 metres relay 
squad. 

A 60 metres victory in 
7.36 seconds set him up 
nicely for an excellent 
afternoon which included 
the fastest 200 metres 
performance (23.67 sec¬ 
onds) and a storming last 
leg in the relay to bring 
the team home first, and 
help Welsh Schools win 
the match. 

Tom will need to show 
great patience this sum¬ 
mer as he comes up 
against the bigger, more 
powerful year-11 sprint¬ 
ers and jumpers, but he 
has the potential to go on 
to make his mark. 

Seren Allin was the 
final member of the ‘Vale 
5’ to gain international 
selection. The year-7 
pupil had an outstanding 
first winter on the 
schools’ circuit, claiming 
a league points and 
championships double in 
Cardiff & the Vale 
Schools competitions, 
taking a schools’ individ¬ 
ual medal in the year-7 
race at the McCain Cross 
Challenge in January, 
winning the year-7 race 
at the Welsh Schools 
National championships 
in March and represent¬ 
ing south Wales region in 


the under-13 race at the 
McCain Counties 

Athletic Union champi¬ 
onships at Birmingham. 

As a result, the 
Cowbridge pupil was one 
of only two year-7 pupils 
included in the Welsh 
Schools under-13 (years 
7 and 8) which competed 
at the Virgin Money 
Giving Marathon Mini 
Marathon in April. She 
ended the long winter 
season in style, finishing 
24th and third Welsh 
scorer out of 65 finishers. 

Hopefully, this sum¬ 
mer will be relatively 
low key for Seren with 
the Welsh Athletics 
under-13 championships 
and schools and club fix¬ 
tures- she belongs to

Will Wales really get a licence to thrill? 


S Wales open their quartet of 
summer preliminaries to 
autumn’s Rugby World Cup 
at Cardiff’s Millennium Stadium on 
Saturday, supporters can be sure of 
only one thing - if history is any 
guide, it is likely to be a free-scoring 
affair. 

Lining up against a Wales side for only 
the eighth time, hot foot from Twickenham 
where they overcame England Saxons 38-32 
last weekend, are the familiar hlack and 
white hoops of the famed Barbarians, whose 
unabashed ethos is adventure and attack. 

The Baabaas have tamed the red dragon 
five times in their seven previous encoun¬ 
ters, beginning on April 17,1915 at Cardiff 
Arms Park in a game billed as a military 
international between Wales and England, 
though the latter also included two 
Irishmen, and a lone Welshman who had 
been capped by South Africa! 

Wales lost the wartime morale booster 10- 
26 and have won only twice since - in 1996 


(31-10) and in 2004 (42-0) recording a rare 
whitewash in the seven clashes that all told 
have yielded a combined total of 400 points 
for the two sides. 

Unlike England, Wales will be awarding 
full caps against the world’s most famous 
‘scratch’ team - controversial, yes, but per¬ 
haps an indication that head coach Warren 
Gatland does not view this as a light-heart¬ 
ed, end of season throw-about, but serious 
game time preparation for his projected 
World Cup squad. 

It is an opportunity not only to assess 
individual form, but also the collective 
morale of players who have had precious lit¬ 
tle to celebrate in yet another disappointing 
season that has seen the four Welsh regions 
again fail to perform in Europe, as well as 
the Magners league 

In fact, if anything, playing standards 
have regressed - with the Blues and Ospreys 
in particular causing most concern, given 
their superior resources - and their impor¬ 
tance to the national squad, especially in 
World Cup year. 

The abrupt axing this week of Cardiff 


City manager, Dave Jones, brought into 
stark relief the harsh contrast between the 
two sports when it comes to dealing with a 
team’s repeated failures, and should not 
have been lost on his rugby equivalents. 

In the continuing fall-out from Wales’ 
lack-lustre Six Nations displays, an embat¬ 
tled Gatland has felt compelled to defend 
himself against charges that Welsh play has 
become too ‘conservative’ under his man¬ 
agement. 

is definitely not the way we like to 
play, or coach,” he has insisted. “We encour¬ 
age players to go out there and make the 
right decisions, to play heads-up rugby. 

“We want to be smart and take some risks 
against the Barbarians”. 

The fact that some young faces, including 
Dragons’ rising star, Toby Ealetau, were in 
the match squad was “an indication of how 
we want to play. We are giving the players a 
licence to thrill”. 

Bold words, indeed, but it remains to be 
seen if Wales can eliminate the basic errors 
and indiscipline that have undone so many 
promising performances in the past, never 


mind go on to achieve the fluidity and ruth¬ 
less precision that is an absolute pre-requi¬ 
site for lasting success at the highest level. 

Certainly, there is precious little time for 
Gatland & Co to experiment and “take some 
risks”, with RWC 2011 now looming ever 
larger on the horizon, though at least there 
is nothing more at stake than national pride 
on Saturday. 

Even so, Gatland’s starting line-up will 
be keenly scrutinised when it is announced 
later today, to confirm “ indications of how 
we want them to play”. 

Meanwhile, the Ospreys, in particular will 
face even more competition next season, 
when stylish Swansea City proudly take 
their place in football’s Premier League. 

With the prospect of the likes of 
Manchester United, Arsenal and Chelsea 
drawing in massive crowds to the Liberty 
Stadium, it could well have a marked effect 
on attendances at Ospreys matches. 

Unless, of course, the latter follow 
Gatland’s expressed intention of giving play¬ 
ers “a licence to thrill”.
